DALLAS J. POWELL (Beezer) after lighting many a RITZ show, stepped into the 
spotlight in Scrooge, and the Wednesday Evening Theatre Series (WETS) stages II, 
where he performed Salieri in Amadeus. He is the WETS technical director. 


FRANK MATTHEWS (Mr. James) is welcomed back to our stage after too long an 
absence. He was seen as Dr. Baugh in Cat On a Hot Tin Roof, and Mr. Witherspoon 
in Arsenic and Old Lace. 


~ DON PRESTON (Ruddy Dankle) will be remembered as James in Children Of A 
Lesser God, and Brick in Cat On a Hot Tin Roof. Don also appeared in Dark of 
the Moon, Lovers and Other Strangers, and directed Musical Comedy Murders. 


PHYLLIS COAR (Faith Daniels) was a memorable Sissy in... Jimmy Dean, 
Jimmy Dean. She was Chairy in Barnum, Helena in A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream, and Lizzie in 110° in the Shade, and has directed several mainstage shows. 


SCOTT WARD (DANNY) composed, with Bruce Curless, the title song for RITZ 
Riots. In addition to composition, he sings (and teaches), plays piano, viola and flute, 
and has been Musical Director for theatres and schools in Philadelphia and New Jersey. 
MYRNA GROLNICK (Eve Adamanski) appeared as Blanche in Brighton Beach 
Memoirs and in song and dance roles in The Boyfriend, Mame, Chicago, and No, 
No, Nannette. She is our workshop coordinator. 

BRENDA DRIBEN (“Sugar Hips” Johnson) was just seen and heard in three roles 
(including the Giant’s voice) in Into the Woods. She is co-costumer for this and many 
other RITZ shows, and was in Anything Goes, Pal Joey, and My One and Only. 
BOB GLOESER (Lusty “One Punch” Hutchinson) has performed on our stage as the 
Purser in Anything Goes and in WETS productions. Bob recently portrayed “Mad” 
King Ludwig in The Golden Grotto, a children’s play, for The Village Playbox. 
SUSAN A. CONTINO (Rita Marimba) is a RITZ newcomer who has studied acting 


at the Walnut Street Theatre School, and dance at Dee’s School of Dance. She has 
started her own business, Contino and Rose. 


CHRIS HANKENSON (Scotty Schwartz) appeared here in last summer’s Bye Bye 
Birdie. At Kingsway Regional High, he acted in many plays including Oh Kay! and 
Arsenic and Old Lace. 


KRISTIN LINGLE (Pearl Schwartz) is a student in the RITZ theatre classes and 
performed at Cherokee High School in Oklahoma, The King and I, Bye Bye 
Birdie, and Tom Sawyer. She will be attending college next year as a theatre major. 


JEN BROADBENT (Robin) has ushered here many times and attended last year’s 
RITZ Summer Day Camp. In addition to the camp show, she appeared in Anything 
Goes at Collingswood High School. 


DOUGLAS F. LAUBERT (Bozo Bazoo) has done comedy improvisations at the 
RITZ, sung in a choir backing Andy Williams, and done sound effects with Billy 
Crystal. He also directs a choir that sings in restaurants at holiday time. 


CLARA BENIGNO (Helen Bazoo) stage managed Bedroom Farce and played 
Ernestina in Hello Dolly. She also appeared in Bye Bye Birdie and has done film 
work, most recently in The South Philadelphia Story. 


MICHAEL NOVARIA (Abe O’Brien) appears on our stage for the first time since 
West Side Story. He was also in Dark Of The Moon, and has worked backstage on 
countless shows. 


SUSAN WILKINSON (The “Mick”) was Sleeping Beauty in Into The Woods and 
performed in Bye Bye Birdie and Scrooge. Other theatre credits include Damn 
Yankees, Carousel, and Hello Dolly. 


MELISSA MATTINGLY (Ida/Pinky) recently appeared in the WETS Stages IT in a 
scene from Look Homeward, Angel. At Haddon Township High School, she was in 
Annie, Fools, and No, No, Nanette. 


ROBERT M. COLLELUORI (Fred/Joe) New to the RITZ, understudies at the 
Walnut Street Theatre, where he attends acting classes. He was also a student at 
Tyler School of Art, has his own advertising firm and is on the board of Theatre Ariel. 


RICHARD WILSON (Patsy) author of Hole in our Hearts, a WETS original play 
(w/another to come this June.) also helped to script Body and Soul and the WETS 
Valentine’s Day Production. Rick has appeared in Dark of The Moon, and other shows. 


MAUREEN McCRANE (June/Jean) was last seen on our stage as Lydia in 
Children of A Lesser God, and the lusty maid Petra in A Little Night Music. 
Mo’s other performances include Jimmy Dean and Body and Soul. 


JOHN COPE (Schnozz Wilson) was one of the first Westerners allowed into 
Bangladesh after the War; he did fundraising for the refugees, and appeared on T'V 
and radio, he enjoys woodworking, windsurfing, and cave art, and appeared in the 
Spoon River Anthology at Harcum Jr. College. 


LINDA PIERCE (Rae Wilson) made her debut here in Noises Off as Belinda) Flavia. 
She was the birdlike Ghost of Christmas Past in our last Scrooge, and has appeared 
with many groups including the Woodbury Sketch Club and the Bensalem Playcrafters. 


ANNE HANLEY (Flo Marconi) made her RITZ debut as Kate in Bedroom Farce. 
Before that, she played Juliet in Romeo and Juliet, and Nora in Brighton Beach 
Memoirs at Moorestown High School. 


MATTHEW DEWEY (AI Marconi) lighting co-designer, recently appeared in a scene 
from Talley’s Folly for WETS Stages IT. Matt was also lighting co-designer for 
Bedroom Farce, and designed lighting at Hong Kong International School. 


KAREN MARSH (Mrs. Beckett-Jones) stage managed My One and Only, and 
Scrooge, and acted in WETS Opening Night and Stages 1. Karen played Bannanas 
in House of Blue Leaves at Sketch Club, and Lil in The Octette Bridge Club. 


CHUCK DRIBEN (Forbes) is proud to join wife Brenda on stage for the first time at 
the RITZ. He has many years of experience as a public speaker, master of 
ceremonies, and toastmaster. Chuck is a Moorestown veterinarian.

Into The Woods. He wears “many hats” as Managing Director, actor, and children’s 
show host.
